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AN INDEX OF AFRICAN AMERICANS IDENTIFIED 
IN SELECTED RECORDS OF THE BUREAU OF 
REFUGEES, FREEDMEN, AND ABANDONED LANDS 


This publication lists names of African Americans that 
were identified in letters to the Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Refugees, Freedmen, and Abandoned Lands which was in 
existence from March 1865 through July 1872. 

Because of the varied content of the letters recerved in 
the Commissioner's Office, the lists in this publication have been 
divided into three alphabetical indexes. Index One lists those 
names that were abstracted from letters which each contained 
fewer than 24 names of African Americans. Index Two lists 
those names that were contained in individual correspondence 
that included 24 or more names of African Americans, i.e., 
affidavits, petitions, and special reports. Index Three is a list of 
more than 1000 individuals who were sent out to other states 
from Washington, D.C., on work contracts - a special request by 
the Office of the President in April 1866. Each of the three 
indexes contains its own page numbers. 


BACKGROUND 

The Bureau of Refugees, Freedmen, and Abandoned 
Lands (commonly known as the Freedmen’s Bureau, and 
abbreviated as “BRFAL”) was established by Congress near the 
end of the Civil War m March 1865 to take over certain 
responsibilities previously assumed by the Treasury Department 
and the military. These included supervising and managing 
matters relating to refugees from war-torn regions, recently-freed 
slaves (known as freedmen), and abandoned and confiscated 
lands and property. 

Policies administered and decisions made by the 
Freedmen's Bureau to assist destitute refugees and freedmen 
were related to distributing food rations, issuing clothing and 
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medical aid, developing and maintaining schools, setting up 
shelters - tasks similar to those of the modem welfare system. 
Some of the major Bureau activities concerning the freedmen 
also included registration of marriages, guidance in labor 
contracting, resolution of complaints of mistreatment and abuse, 
and reuniting family members. 

Abandoned property was revitalized for hospitals, 
schools, living quarters, farms for the needy, and other like

The Civil War ended in April 1865 with the signing of 
surrender papers by General Robert E. Lee at Appomattox 
Courthouse in Virginia. Major General Oliver Otis Howard was 
appointed Commissioner of the Freedmen's Bureau by President 
Andrew Johnson in May 1865. Major Howard's staff included an 
Assistant Adjutant General, an Assistant Inspector General, a 
Chief Medical Officer, a Chief Quartermaster, and a Chief 
Disbursing Officer. In addition, there were officers in charge of 
the Divisions of Claims, Education, and Land. 

In the former Confederate states and the border states of 
Maryland, Missouri, West Virginia, and District of Columbia, 
Assistant Commissioners were assigned to carry out local tasks, 
with staff similar to that of the Commissioner. 

Originally authorized for one year, the authority of the 
Freedmen’s Bureau was eventually extended through July 1872. 
Its most active years were 1865 through 1869, at which time the 
Assistant Commissioners were withdrawn from the individual 
states. Finally, in 1872, with the disbanding of the Bureau, 
unfinished tasks were turned over to a newly-established 
Freedmen's Branch of the Office of the Adjutant General. 

The voluminous records of the Freedmen’s Bureau are 
now in the custody of the Washington, D.C., office of the 
National Archives and Records Service. They are filled with 
names of thousands of individuals such as displaced land owners, 
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freed slaves, homeless refugees, former soldiers and sailors, early 
leaders in fights for civil nghts, lesser-known politicians, and 
diplomats. The history of their existence, the stories surrounding 
their lives, and their connections to the living could be lost 
forever in the mynad of papers and microfilm without an 
updated indexing system. 

In addition to the Washington, D.C., office of the 
National Archives, there are branches located in large cities 
throughout the United States (APPENDIX A). The microfilmed 
and original records stored in the National Archives are utilized 
extensively by researching students, teachers, attorneys, 
genealogists, writers, political staff members, and family 
historians. 

The need for an index of Freedmen’s Bureau records of 
African-Americans has been cited by several writers:

Moreover, the Nationa! Archives itself, in the publication 
Guide _to Genealogical Research in _the National Archives, 
published in 1983 by the National Archives Trust Fund Board, 
discusses the Freedmen's Bureau records. It states on page 177 
of "Records of Black Americans": 
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In general, however, the nature and arrangement 
of the records and the lack of name indexing precludes 
easy access to specific genealogical data. 

The purpose of the indexes in this publication is to make 
available to the general public, in an easily-accessible format, the 
names and locations of African Americans who either 
corresponded with or whose names were included in letters to 
the Commissioner of the Freedmen's Bureau in Washington, 
DC. 

These letters and their corresponding registers are 
spas in Record Group 105, Records of the Bureau of 

Refugees, Freedmen, and Abandoned Lands, 1865-1872, and 
recorded on a total of 74 rolls of microfilm as Publication M752. 
These rolls of microfilm are available at the twelve branches of 
the National Archives listed in Appendix A. 


FILING METHOD OF FREEDMEN'S BUREAU 
INCOMING CORRESPONDENCE 

The methods used for registering and filing incoming 
correspondence were more or less uniform. As correspondence 
came into the Commissioner's office, an abstract of the contents 
was noted on the back of the first page. The correspondence was 
then entered, by date of receipt, in registers that were organized 
alphabetically by the initial letter of the surname or office of the 
writer. The abstract was repeated in the register as the entry was 
made. 

The correspondence was then numbered consecutively 
within each alphabetical group. An asterisk (*) under the 
number in the Register indicated that the letter remained in the 
Commissioner's file; that 1s, it was not forwarded to another 
office for action. It was then filed in the same numerical order as 
it appeared on the register. The contents of the 74 rolls of 
microfilm are: 
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Roll 1: A collective index of the names of individuals and 
organizations who originated the correspondence which is 
indexed and registered on Rolls 2 through 12. 

Rolls 2 through 12: Each roll reflects a specific period of months 
and contains the indexes and registers of correspondence 
received during those months. The indexes note only the 
names of the originator of the letter and not the names 
mentioned within the correspondence. 

Rolls 13 through 73: Copies of the correspondence, registered in 
Rolls 2 through 12, which were retained in the 
headquarters files. 

The last roll of this series (Roll 74) is arranged by year and 
contains letters which were not registered as well as some 
enclosures which were separated from their letters of transmittal. 


PROCEDURES USED TO EXTRACT NAMES OF 
AFRICAN AMERICANS 

This publication is divided into three indexes all based on 
the first three microfilmed rolls of registers and indexes (Rolls 2 
through 4) and the first eight microfilmed rolls of 
correspondence (Rolls 13 through 30) covering the period of 
March 1865 to May 1866, with one exception: One report from 
Roll 33 is included because of the subject matter and the date of 
occurrence (Memphis riots, April 29 through May 4, 1866). The 
remaining rolls will be indexed in a subsequent publication. 

An asterisk (*) by the printed name or location of an 
individual indicates the best interpretation of illegible 
handwriting. 

In both the registers and the actual correspondence, where 
an Afncan American was involved, that imdividual was 
distinguished by the mention of his (or her) color, stating his 
to his name, descnbing him as "contraband," or other obvious 
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terms. Although the race designation of "Colored" or "Col'd" 
was often used in the indexes, this was found to be an unreliable 
tool for identification purposes as it was not consistently 
indicated. Therefore, the first step was to read each register entry 
(contained on Rolls 2 through 4) to extract names of African 
Americans. 

As indicated earlier, if correspondence remained in the 
file, an asterisk appeared on the register under the number. If 
there was no asterisk, and thus no correspondence, the register 
information had to be relied upon. 

Finally, each letter contained in Rolls 13 through 30 was 
read to extract names that were not mentioned in the registers, 
and to confirm the race of those that were. 

Much of the correspondence consisted of narrative reports 
that included one or two names of African Americans when 
describing examples of abuse and other problems. Many of 
these were quite lengthy, and often the handwriting, spelling, and 
sentence structure were difficult to decipher on a microfilm 
reader. For this reason, photocopies of most reports were made 
to facilitate a more careful review and to extract the complete 
information required for indexing. 


DESCRIPTION OF THE INDEXES IN 
THIS PUBLICATION 
Index One includes those African Americans identified in 
letters which included fewer than 24 names. The following 
example of the entry of CHARLES ANDREWS demonstrates 
Index One:

NOTE: If the correspondence did not remain in the Commis- 
sioner's file (if No. 11 is "N"), the only reference material in 
which the subject's name appeared was the Register - Rolls 2, 3, 
and 4. 

Although consideration was taken to add a field for 
"Action Taken," it was decided impractical, since such action 
was sometimes too extensive to abbreviate in an index. 

A few of the letters include the name and, occasionally, the 
location of the former slave owner and are identified by a plus 
sign (+) in the RE (remarks) section, as is shown in the above 
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example. APPENDIX B lists these freedmen and their former 
OWneTS. 

Total number of pages included in each ietter is not 
recorded in this index. In many instances, the correspondence 
consisted of an extensive report which was not page-numbered. 
A subject's name may have appeared on only one page of such a 
Teport, requiring a review of the entire document in order to 
locate that name. 

As the correspondence which remained in the 
Commissioner's file was read, it was noted that many of the 
letters included or consisted of reports, petitions, meetings, or 
affidavits containing 24 or more names of African Americans in 
each. For this reason, a separate index, Index Two, consolidates 
these names. A descriptive list of the sources for each name 
precedes Index Two. The number shown in Column 3 of this 
index corresponds with the number on the descriptive list. 
Column 4 gives the location of the individual, if given. 

Index Three lists 1,145 names of African Amencans sent 
to work under contracts approved by the Freedmen's Bureau, as 
reported by the Assistant Commissioner of the District of 
Columbia. Column 1 ts the consecutive number assigned to the 
individual on the original report as the name was listed. Head- 
ings for all columns in Indexes Two and Three are on the first 
page of each indexed section.

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The National Archives charges a per-page copying fee and 
also has a minimum charge for mail orders. A request should 
include all of the index citation information. Bear in mind that 
some of the correspondence may consist of several pages, only 
one of which may cite the indexed name. Because the 
responding office will charge for each page photocopied, a 
request might first be made to determine how many pages the 
correspondence package includes.

BY THE FREEDMEN'S BUREAU 


A Presidential Order issued April 24, 1866, required that the 
Assistant Commissioner of the District of Columbia submit a report 
of African Americans sent to work under contracts approved by the 
Freedmen's Bureau. In this index, Column 1! lists the consecutive 
number that was assigned to the individual as the name was listed on 
the origina! report. 


Sex of each person is not given in this index. Females were paid 
less than $10.00. Where the sex is not obvious by the first name, the 
rate of pay should distinguish whether the individual was a male or a 
female. 


In many instances, the rate of pay is shown as “$0.00.” Those who 
were not paid a monthly wage were compensated with room, board, 
schooling, and medical attention, or were paid for their production 
of cords of wood and other like services. 


Inasmuch as some individuals were sent out to work on more than 
one contract, they may be listed more than once. 


Although the length of each contract was given in the report, the 
beginning dates of the contracts were not included in the report.
